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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 07-1 5-03 has been considered. 

Drawings 

3. Figure 5 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 

4. The drawings are also objected to because in figure 4, the reference characters 
"soseb1_rdo" and "soseb1_fdo" should be -isoseb1_rdo— and -isoseb1_fdo-, 
respectively. Similarly, in figure 5, the reference characters "soseb1_rdo" and 
"soseb1_fdo" should be -isoseb1_rdo— and -isoseb1_fdo~, respectively. And lastly, 
in figure 7, the reference numeral "730" indicating a second data accessing sector is 
omitted. The reference character "rpout03_do<0>" should be ~fpout03_do<0>~. The 
reference character "rpoutl 2_do<0>" should be -fpoutl 2_do<0>~. A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record fails to teach a semiconductor memory device 
comprising: a first control signal generating means for controlling a first data accessing 
means for accessing inputted data, a latching means for temporarily storing data 
outputted from the first data accessing means, and a second control signal generating 
means for controlling a second data accessing means for secondly accessing data from 
the latching means and outputting secondly accessed data.
